The municipal poll tax (or minimum tax as it 
_ ds called in Alberta) can be, and often is, noth- 
ing more than a nuisance tax which costs more to 
collect than it produces. While the Maritime 
Provinces use the poll tax as a good source of 
. Municipal revenue, the Western Provinces consider 
the tax more from the viewpoint of charging non- 
taxpayers for part of. the costs of services they 
use rather than for the amount of revenue derived 
from the tax. 

» Originally the poll tax was established in an 
era when poll tax served as an alternate to sta- 
tute labor. If a residont was unable or unwilling 
to do his share of.roadwork, he could pay a poll 
tax which permitted thc nuni¢ipality to use this 
money to pay others to do the work for him. While 
this practice has been abandoned long since, the 
ever 
the need for additional revenue in municipalities 
all across the country. Consequently all avenues 
of taxation have, of necessity, beon oxplored. 

Once again the need for additional revenue 
for municipal purposes has arisen and the muni- 
cipalities, in conjunction with the provincial 
government, are taking a sccond look at various 
revenue raising schemes which have been rather 
unpopular with the tax paying public in the past. 
The poll tax is one.of these ideas; a sales tax 
‘ds another. The Province of Alberta instituted a 
sales tax in the late "thirties" but, after a 

year or so, the tax proved so unpopular that it

. Regardless of whether the tax is high or low, 
the attitude of provincial governments all across 
the country toward poll tax is the same. Nova 
Scotia's Minister of Municipal Affairs states: 

"J .am personally in favor of poll taxes. Non- 
property. taxpayers are recoiving services from 
the municipality and should be willing to pay for 
them. I do not think it is enough to say that 
they are paying indirectly - nor do I think it is 
accurate to say so; everyone, incluling real prop 
erty owners, pay taxes to the municipality in- 
directly". In Saskatchewan, where only nine out 
of 106 cities and towns eligible to do so levy a 
poll tax, John McIntosh, Deputy Minister of Mun- 
icipal Affairs, reasons that "poll tax makes the 
person taxable a contributor to the municipal 
treasury and in that way, makes him more tax con- 
scious".That, then, seems to be the main reason 
for levying a poll tax in Western Canada for cer- 
tainly the revenue thus collected is negligible 
when compared with the effort and expense of col- 
. lection, fit 
The city of Kitchener, Ontario, is endeavor- 

ing to put the poll tax into the revenue bearing 
class instead of being merely a nuisance tax. 

It is proposed to raise the poll tax to $30 for 
‘each working resident and td give them full vot- 
ing privileges in return, It'is cstimated that 
this plan would net the city $100,000 extra cach 
year and materially assist in balancing the bud- 

et.

labor shortage, says Reader's Di- 
gest. Employers, feeling the pinch, 
are more willing to hire older 
women and housewives for part- 
time jobs (in department stores, 
for example, to meet peak custom- 
er loads during the middle of the 
day). 

Free time for the housekeeper 
is made available by modern 
household facilities. Education, 
now universal, gives many women 
a vocational urge that homemak- 
ing alone cannot satisfy. 

Most significant, perhaps, is the 
hunger for the “good life” that 
multiple income brings. The work- 
ing married woman wants a house, 
the consumer goods that go with 
it, and savings to send. the chil- 
dren through college. These sober 
impulses are mainly responsible 
for the enormous boom in consum- 
er goods during the past 10 years, 
the Digest points out. 

Women. at work create a prob- 
lem of high turnover for many 
companies, but sex problems in the 
old-fashioned senge of the term, 
which personnel men once feared 
would occtit with chigh frequency, 
have not amounted to much, As 
one_union ‘steward in an automo- 
pile plant laconically reported:

Maintaining ve 


The daily milk production of 
dairy herds can be maintained at 
this time of .year, and throughout 
the winter months, only if grain 
and roughage or silage are fed to 
compensate for dry pastures, Dav- 
id Ewart, dairy herd supervisor 
with the, Saskatchewan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, said. 

Once production has dropped_it 
is almost impossible to bring it 
back up during that lactation peri- 
od, said Mr. Ewart, so it is of ad- 
vantage to the herd owner to feed 
roughage outside during the day 
and grain during the morning and 
evening milkings. A protein sup- 
plement should also be fed with 
the grain to insure that cows stay 
in good shape As well as maintain 
a high level of production. 

Several dairymen in the prov- 
ince who have noticed their cows 
grazing. only intermittently over 
the whole pasture area, indicating 
unpalatable grass, have been self- 
feeding silagg and roughage for 
the past threé or four weeks. This 
practice not only keeps milk pro- 
duction up but serves another pur- 
pose by cutting down on fall graz- 
ing of pasture lands. Intense fall 
grazing is reflected in a poor stand 
of grass the fallowing year. 

With harvesting and other farm 
work to be doné now, the dairy 
herd is often neglected in support
